MmkL  REPORT  FOR  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


Mr,  Chairaian,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1965. 

This  will  be  the  last  report  for  the  old  Dawley  Urban  District. 
Dawley  became  a Local  Government  District  in  18'^6.  In  1894  the  Urban 
District  Council  was  established.  At  that  time  the  population  was 
approximately  9,400  and  industry  was  well  established.  The  estimated 
mid  year  population  for  1965  was  10,480,  hence,  over  '^O  years,  with  an 
increase  of  population  of  10%,  one  could  say  that  expansion  and  growth 
have  been  limited.  Dawley  Urban  District  Council  has  now  been  dis- 
solved and  in  its  place  we  have  a new  authority.  This  retains  the 
name  of  Dawley  Urban  District  Council,  but  at  inception  the  population 
is  20,000  and  in  25  years  the  population  will  have  increased  by  500%, 
Obviously  building  will  be  ver^r  rapid  and  great  changes  will  have  to 
be  made.  This  will  call  for  considerable  social  readjushnent  for 
most  of  the  population,  but  provided  we  learn  from  the  experience  of 
previous  New  Towns,  these  changes  will  be  v/ell  worthwhile. 

As  the  jes.r  ended  a measles  epidemic  began  in  Dawley.  This 
was  somewhat  expected  a.s  outbreaks  tend  to  be  biennial.  At  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  measles  vaccine  has  been  made  available  to 
general  practitioners.  This  has  been  a great  step  forward  but  even 
so,  we  should  be  cautious.  As  yet  we  have  no  definite  proof  as  to 
what  the  dura,tion  of  immunity  is.  Until  we  can  establish  this  fact 
genera.1  immunization  should  not  become  a routine.  The  vaccine  should 
be  used  for  delicate  and  "at  risk"  children.  In  this  way,  we  avoid 
developing  an  adult  susceptable  population,  as  with  all  the  so-called 
"childhood"  infectious  diseases,  adults  appear  more  severely  affected 
and  more  prone  to  complications, 

Vifhilst  discussing  infectious  disease,  mention  must  be  m.a-de  of 
the  polio  outbreak  in  Blackburn  in  August  and  September  of  1965. 

Once  the  outbreak  had  started  mass  immunization  was  begun.  The 
number  of  people  who  presented  themselves  for  immunization  was  almost 
the  whole  town  population.  If  the  majority  of  people  were  routinely 
immunized,  epidemics  would  not  occur,  VJhere  v/e  have  well  established 
and  well  tried  vaccines,  I urge  all  parents  to  see  that  their  children 
are  immunized.  ¥e  must  remember  that  incidence  of  diseases  such  as 
polio  and  diphtheria  are  low  and  outbreaks  isolated  only  because  of  a 
high  level  of  immunity  in  the  general  population.  Once  the  percent- 
age immunized  falls  then  diseases  again  become  widespread. 
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Unfortunately  accidents  both  in  the  home  and  on  the  road 
reach  epidemic  proportions.  Da.wley  Urban  District  has  a flourishing 
Accident  Prevention  Counci]  which  devotes  considerable  time  to  both 
road  safety  and  home  safety,  A Regional  Home  Safety  Committee  for 
the  West  Midlands  (covering  five  counties)  is  to  be  established  in 
1966.  I assume  that  Daw].ey  will  be  well  represented. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  show  changes  when  compared 
with  1964.  The  Birth  Rate  when  standardized  for  the  area  is  18,06 
compared  with  19,’^!  last  jrear.  The  National  Birth  Rats  is  18,0, 

The  Death  Rate  when  standardized  for  the  area  is  12,9"^  compared  with 
12,21  the  previous  year.  The  National  Death  Rate  is  11,5. 

Despite  the  loss  of  one  Public  Health  Inspector,  meat 
inspection  has  been  carried  out  regularly.  We  are  up  to  date  with 
our  registration  of  shops  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963,  but  we  have  been  curtailed  in  our  follow  up 
inspections  because  of  shortage  of  staff.  This  wil.l  be  remedied 
with  the  new  authority  when  we  have  a full  compliment  of  staff. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  has  come  in  for 
criticism,  but  it  endeavours  to  bring  all  premises  to  a uniform 
standard.  It  will  take  time  for  all  shop  premises  to  become  stand- 
ardized, but  it  will  prevent  and  discourage  the  opening  of  shops  in 
inadequate  premises, 

VJater  Sampling  and  ice  cream  sampling  was  done  by  our 
Pu’'^''ic  Health  Inspectors  throughout  the  year.  Also  milk  sampling 
end  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  195  5 
was  done  by  the  Countv  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  results  of 
this  sampling  are  given  in  the  report. 

Despite  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  overall  improvement 
in  housing  in  the  district,  shortage  of  adequate  housing  is  still  a 
big  problem.  The  housing  list  is  sti'^  1 very  large  and  several  fam- 
ilies are  living  in  unfit  properties.  Twenty  three  unfit  properties 
were  closed  during  the  year  end  fifty  dwellings  erected  by  the 
Council,  and  some  of  the  above  families  have  been  rehoused.  The 
Council  are  well  aware  of  this  achte  housing  problem.  It  is  hoped 
that  a survey  of  the  whole  district  will  be  undertaken  to  ascertain 
conditions  and  number  of  inhabitants  of  all  houses  in  the  area.  In 
this  way  a housing  policy  for  the  future  can  be  formulated  so  that 
negotiations  can  take  place  with  the  Development  Corporation  to 
acquire  land.  In  this  way  Council  building  can  keep  abreast  of  the 
New  Town, 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Staff  of  Dawley  Urban  District 
Counci]  for  their  help  in  compiling  this  report  and  also  to  the  County- 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  a]-lowing  me  to  publish  the  information 
in  Part  II,

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  19.8,  which  when  standardised  gave  a figure  of 
18.1^,  slightly  below  that  of  last  year.  (Area  comparability  factor  0.9). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  10'^,  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  10,21. 
This,  when  standardised,  is  13.0  above  last  year.  (Area  comparability 
factor  1,3) . 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  above  that  of  last  year. 

Last  year  there  were  11  illegitimate  births  per  225  live  births.  This 
year  there  were  l"^  in  208  live  births.  This  gives  a percentage  of  8,2%,

SMIT/ulY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supplies 

The  water  supply  is  in  pipes  under  pressure  frcjm  the  East 
Shropshire  Water  Board  borewells  at  Shifna.1,  This  has  been  satis- 
factory in  quantity. 

There  are  eight  dwellings  which  are  not  supplied  from  this 
source  - six  houses  are  supplied  by  a shallow  spring  and  two  by  a 
shallow  well.  An  attempt  was  made  to  have  mains  water  taken  to  the 
six  cottages  by  the  Council,  but  we  were  not  successful,  despite  the 
efforts  of  ourselves  and  the  Water  Board.  The  situation  remains 
static.  All  users  are  aware  of  the  need  to  sterilize  the  water 
before  drinking  it  and  chlorination  in  the  holding  tank  is  done  from 
time  to  time. 

Frequent  bacteriological  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and 
also  qualitative  analysis  has  been  carried  out.  The  results  of 
these  are  given  below, 

24  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  - 2 of  these  were  unsat- 
isfactory, the  ranainder  were  satisfactory. 

When  the  results  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  knovn, 
the  Water  Board  was  contacted.  They  had  already  looked  into  the 
matter.  The  chlorine  content  of  the  water  was  increased  and 
frequent  samples  taken  after  this,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  A chemical  sample  was  taken.  This  was  foimd  to  be 
satisfactory  and  the  water  was  not  plumbo  solvent. 

Sewage  Disposal 

There  are  3,355  houses  in  the  district.  2,724  of  these  are 
connected  to  sewage  disposal  works  owned  bv  the  Local  Authority, 

2'^8  are  connected  to  a satisfactory  private  sewage  disposal  treat- 
ment plant  and  2 are  connected  to  sewage  disposal  works  owned  by 
the  District  Council. 

353  houses  are  using  chemical,  pail,  earth  or  privy  closets. 
This  is  a substantial  reduction  on  last  ^'■ear,  when  429  houses  had 
such  means  of  sewage  disposal. 

The  sewage  works  at  Castle  Fields  are  overloaded.  They 
were  originally  intended  for  a population  of  ,000,  but  now  cater 
for  approximately  10,000,  Sven  so,  if  very  well  maintained  so 
that  they  are  iMnning  at  maximtna  efficiency,  a satisfactory  effluent 
can  be  obtained  over  long  periods. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Collections  are  made  weekly  from  all  domestic  premises.  In 
the  cases  of  shops  and  other  traders,  collections  may  be  made  more 
frequently  and  a nominal  charge  mads  for  these.  The  nothod  of 
tipping  in  operation  in  the  district  is  the  controlled  method  and 
this  is  carried  out  to  a satisfactory?-  standard.  Fortunately  we 
have  a large  tipping  area  at  present  which  will  stand  the  new 
authority  in  good  stead. 

With  the  building  of  flats  and  fitting  of  central  heating, 
this  poses  a problem  with  refuse  collection.  At  present  the 
possibility  of  incineration  in  the  flats  is  being  considered,  VJith- 
out  incineration,  a weekly  collection  is  not  enough  and  for  certain 
areas  I think  two  collections  a week  will  be  necessary. 

Factories  and  Their  Control 

The  factories  are  governed  by  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  They 
come  under  the  dual  control  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  under  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  under  the  local 
health  authority. 

Part  I deals  with  provisions  from  the  health  point  of  view. 
There  are  31  factories  in'  which  Section  is  enforced  by  the  local 
health  authority,  that  is,  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  inadequate 
ventilation,  floor  drainage,  sanitary  conveniences, 

26  premises  were  inspected.  8 defects  in  connection  vdth 
s anitary  conveniences  were  found  but  no  prosecutions  were  made. 


Rodent  Control 


The  Dawley  Urban  District  Council  called  upon  the  services 
of  rodent  operatives  employed  by  the  North  East  Salop  Joint  Pests 
Control  Committee  and  contributed  towards  the  expenses  borne  by 
the  Committee.  The  Rodent  Operative' s services  were  required  on 
208  occasions  during  the  twelve  months.  Warfarin  and  fluoracet- 
amide  were  poisons  used  to  good  effect.  Fortunately,  we  are  not 
yet  faced  with  the  problem  of  warfarin  resistance,  but  it  is 
virtually  on  our  doorstep  and  must  be  borne  in  mind.  There  are 
other  poisons  which  can  be  used  with  effective  results,  also  the 
aid  of  Rentokil  can  be  sought  if  the  problem  appears  to  be  getting 
out  of  hand, 

I think  that  the  new  Dawley  Urban  District  will  be  large 
enough  to  warrant  the  services  of  a full  time  Rodent  Operator.

No  applications  were  made  for  improvement  grants  during  the 
year  (Housing  Act,  1949) . 

Three  applications  were  made  during  the  year  for  standard 
grants  and  these  applications  were  approved. 

The  average  amount  per  dwelling  paid  by  the  Council  was  £135. 

The  Council  is  attempting  to  deal  with  the  housing  problem  to 
the  best  of  its  ability,  whilst  there  is  so  much  iincertainty  as  to 
what  future  developments  in  the  area  are  going  to  be.  We  must  all 
await  the  result  of  the  Planning  Consultants’  survey  of  the  area. 

In  the  meantime,  I think  we  should  make  a comprehensive 
study  of  our  area  so  that  we  know  the  state  of  all  the  houses  and 
the  number  of  families  in  the  area,  VJe  want  to  estimate  the  housing 
needs  of  the  community  at  least  ten  years  ahead  so  that  we  can  decide 
how  much  building  land  we  vdll  need  and  what  clearance  areas  have  to 
be  drawn  up.  We  must  have  a solid  housing  policy  backed  up  by  up  to 
date  facts  and  figures  in  order  to  negotiate  with  the  Development 
Corporation.  We  have  a dutTr  to  rehouse  our  own  tenants  in  need  in 
the  area  and  the  local  authority’ s building  programme  must  keep  pace 
with  the  New  Town.  Unless  we  adopt  such  an  attitude,  our  long 
housing  list  will  be  with  us  for  a considerable  length  of  time.

SECTION  IV 


FOOD  SUPPLY,  INSPECTION  aND  SUFER\n:SIQN 

Dawley,  for  legislative  purposes,  is  not  a food  and  drug 
authority  since  food  sampling,  especially  on  a formal  scale  is 
done  by  Count3r  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Our  ovm  Public  Health 
Inspectors  ccj:*ry  out  legislative  procedure  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  I96O,  They 
inspect  premises  where  food  is  sold  and  also  premises  concerned 
with  the  manufacture  of  food  to  ensure  that  a safe  and  reliable 
standard  of  hygiene  is  practised.  Samples  of  ice  cream  are 
taken  re.^milarly  for  bacteriological  examination  and  our  Public 
Health  Inspectors  can,  during  the  course  of  inspection,  sample 
food  if  the  need  arises  and  inform  the  County  Health  Department. 

Mobile  food  shops  and  vans  carrying  food  are,  whenever 
possible,  inspected  when  they  are  in  the  district. 

Meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  weekly  by  our  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  a total  of  69 0 pigs  inspected  during  the 
year.

In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  of  Flavour 
Improver,  the  Analyst  stated  that  these  tv/o  samples  were  of 
Monosodium  Glutamate  and  that  the  statement  on  the  labelling 
that  this  preparation  "brings  out  the  natural  flavour  of  meat, 
poultry,  fish,  gravies,  vegetables,  soups  and  salads  - adds  no 
flavour  of  its  own"WEs  incorrect.  Monosodium  Glutamate  had  a 
strong  flavour  resembling  meat  extract  and  there  was  no  scientific 
foundation  for  the  statement  that  it  "brings  out  natural  flavour". 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  firm  concerned,

Hospital  Ser^r±ces 

The  hospital  end  specialist  services  are  provided  by  the 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  its  hospital  management 
committees. 

The  district  lies  between  large  general  hospitals  at 
V/olverhampton,  under  the  W^olverhampton  Hospital  Management  Committee., 
and  Shrewsbury,  under  Shrewsbury  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee, 
and  is  well  served  by  them, 

Copthome  Hospital  has  an  isolation  ward  and  this  is  where 
cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted. 

Consultants  from  both  hospital  management  committees  hold 
out-patient  sessions  at  Broseley,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal,  Wrekin 
hospitals  and  also  at  Bridgnorth. 

Ambulance  Services 


These  are  provided  by  the  County  Council,  The  central 
ambulance  station  is  at  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury  (Telephone; 
Shrewsbury  6331) . Ambulances  for  the  nev;  Dawley  Urban  District 
are  prov^-ided  by  the  Donnington,  Much  W'enlock  and  Shifnal  depots, 

A new  depot  is  being  built  at  Bridgnorth  which  will  also  provide 
cover,  and  negotiations  are  taking  place  to  provide  a depot  in  the 
new  Dawley  Urban  District. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunizati  n 


This  is  carried  out  by  both  the  County  Council  medical 
officers  and  general  practitioners.  It  is  offered  to  pre-school 
children  and  school  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus,  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis.  Vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  is  also  offered  to  school  children  aged  13  years  and 
this  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in  secondary  schools  with  parents' 
consent. 


In  the  new  Dawl.ey  Urban  District  there  are  three  Health 
Visitors,  six  Nursing  Midwives  and  one  relief  District  Nurse.  The 
midwives  undertake  both  midvmfer:/  and  ditrict  nursing  duties. 

The  Moral  Welfare  Officer  concerned  with  the  care  of 
unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children  is  Mrs.  C.  7.  Gwynne- 
Jones,  25-26  Talbot  Chambers,  Market  Street,  Shrewsbury  (Telephone:

Prevention  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-care. 

(a)  Several  articles  of  nursing  equipment,  such  as  air  rings, 
bed  pans,  feeding  cups  etc,,  are  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home.  These  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Council  via  the 
district  nurses. 

(b)  Convalescence  for  people  not  requiring  special  nursing  care 
or  medical  care  but  still  recovering  from  illness  can  be  arranged. 

The  County  Council  makes  frequent  use  of  the  Lady  Forrester's  Home, 
Llandudno  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for 
supervision  in  their  own  homes  of  the  mentally  handicapped  persons. 
This  is  done  mainly  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  the  Health 
Visitor.  The^;^  also  assist  general  practitioners  to  secure  hospital 
admission  for  the  mentally  ill. 

(d)  Treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  provided  hj  the  Regional  Hos- 
pital Board  at  chest  clinics  and  sanatoria,  but  the  prevention  and 
the  after-care  are  shared  between  the  local  authority  and  hospital 
board.  Health  visitors  follovr  up  casefiand  do  most  of  the  contact 
tracing.  Open  air  shelters  can  be  provided  by  the  County  vrhen 
required.  Extra  nourishment  may  be  provided.  The  local  authority 
and  regional  board  combine  in  arranging  amenities  for  chest  X-ray. 
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
